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Interview/on the growing popularity of steeplechasing 


with Charles T. Colgan and William Gallo Jr.

Question: Steeplechasing is growing by 
leaps and bounds, unlike most other kinds 
of racing. How do you explain this phenom¬ 
enon ? 

Answer: Colgan—Part of the expla¬ 
nation may be that steeplechasing and 
flat racing are very different forms of 
entertainment. Since, with a few excep¬ 
tions, we don't have gambling, we (and 
by "we" I mean the sport as a whole) 
have had to find ways to make it a plea¬ 
surable experience for a wide variety of 
people. And steeplechasing naturally 
lends itself to that. 

It answers a lot of needs. It's an out¬ 
door activity that takes place in some 
beautiful settings in the spring and fall. 
It's a family activity that can be enjoyed 
on many levels, by children and adults. 
The races are social—not in the high¬ 
brow sense, but in the way they bring 
people together. They're informal. You 
can park your car and never leave the 
area, as opposed to, for instance, going 
to a football game. At the races, you can 
take your car right into the "stadium," 
and be right there where the action is. 


You feel the ground vibrate as the field 
of horses comes by. There's a lot of 
sound that people at the race tracks 
never experience. 

Put all that together and tie it with a 
nice bow, and send the proceeds to a 
local charity—a school, a hospital, or 
whatever—and it's a perfect package to 
take to a corporation. For a relatively 
small amount of money, that corpora¬ 
tion can be part of it. It's a great way for 
a business to entertain clients, and 
when all is said and done, they'll be 
helping the community. 

Steeplechasing has found its niche, 
no doubt about that. 

Gallo—It's really impressive, when 
you stop and think about the whole pic¬ 
ture. Most of us who are involved in the 
sport don't do that very often. We tend 
to get caught up in our own areas. 

Q.; Where do the crowds of spectators 
come from? 

A: Colgan—In the areas where stee¬ 
plechasing has had a long tradition, 
such as Maryland and northern Virgin¬ 
ia, the population boom has been a big 
factor. The Middleburg races have been 
going on for 71 years; for a lot of years 
there were hardly any people living 
around that part of the country. Now a 
lot of government workers live in the 
Middleburg/Leesburg area and com¬ 
mute to the area around Washington, 
D.C. These people hear about the races, 
then go and have a good time. If they're 
lucky, there will be another race in a 
few weeks, and they go back. 

Camden, S.C., had an estimated 
55,000 people in attendance this spring. 
They had a huge college element pack¬ 
ing the infield—young people who 
were taking the first opportunity to be 
out in the sun after being cooped up all 
winter. That crowd is far different from 
the one at Far Hills, which is largely 
professional—doctors, lawyers, etc. 
The sport really does appeal to a wide 
spectrum of society. 

Q: Could you explain how all that has led 
to improvements in the sport? 


A: Gallo—Growth in attendance has 
a direct relation to purse structure. 
Steeplechasing is becoming a good op¬ 
portunity for horsemen. Purses have 
tripled over the last ten years. With bet¬ 
ter purses, we're getting better horses 
competing, more owners and trainers. 
There's a snowballing effect. We're see¬ 
ing new owners come into the sport, 
and people who haven't been in it for a 
while are deciding to return. 

Q; How about the charitable aspects? 

A: Colgan—We've been told we hide 
our light under a bushel, as far as chari¬ 
table contributions are concerned. 
Steeplechasing probably generated 
about $3 million for charity last year. Of 
course, some meets are bigger fund¬ 
raisers than others. But the charitable 
aspect is something that's frequently 
overlooked when people think about 
racing. 

It can also be a big impetus for future 
growth, if we can get the message out 
to groups in areas where racing isn't 
already being conducted. The problem 
is that it takes real expertise to stage a 
hunt meeting, and there are only so 
many trainers, owners and riders to go 
around. 

Right now there are three major cen¬ 
ters of steeplechasing—Maryland, Vir¬ 
ginia and Pennsylvania, plus what we 
refer to as the Midwest—Kentucky and 
Tennessee. We can foresee the sport ex¬ 
panding next into Texas and Illinois, 
and Florida. 

Florida would be a natural setting. It 
has fertile land, lots of horses and horse 
people, and it's not far off the beaten 
path. 

When people find out about all the 
good things steeplechasing has to offer, 
they want to do it for the good of their 
own communities. Then steeplechas¬ 
ing prospers, also. n

Worthington Farms was, for two and one-half miles, a 
two-horse race between Von Csadek and the Pennsyl¬ 
vania hope, Blythe Miller on Stitler Vipond's Cabral. 
The race then became a showcase for Von Csadek, who 
won in a canter by 30-some lengths over H. Turney 
McKnight's Pleasant Sea, ridden by wife Liz, the win¬ 
ning jockey on Tong in 1986. Charles C. Owens's Snow 
Maker, ridden by stepson J.W. Delozier 111, 17, in his 
first Hunt Cup, was third, another 30 lengths back. 

Eleven went to the post and, as in most years, the 
four-foot, ten-inch third fence, nicknamed "the Union 
Memorial," took its toll. Mrs. Roy Chapman's Uncle 
Merlin, the victor in 1989, got in wrong, hooked rails 
that resemble telephone poles, and turned over. Rider 
Louis (Paddy) Neilson, at 50 a three-time Hunt Cup 
winner, was immediately on his feet, not a candidate 
for the Union Memorial Hospital.

Cabral and Von Csadek now alternated on the lead, 
jumping superbly, often as a team. They seemed to 
bring out the best in each other. 

The huge 13th fence—an extension of the third— 
was the site of an unusual fall for Joe Gillet of Monkton, 
riding Rosedale Stable of Pennsylvania's Capital K., 
who emulated Uncle Merlin's mistake, meeting the 
ground in a heap on the landing side. Gillet gingerly 
stepped off, like a ballet dancer, never losing his foot¬ 
ing, and calmly walked to the sidelines, expressing his 
disappointment by whacking boot with whip. 

Cabral got in too close at the 14th fence, couldn't 
extricate himself from an impossible situation, and fell 
heavily. Miller sat on the ground as the others passed. 
"1 wasn't stunned or anything, just disgusted," she 
later said. 

Von Csadek's parade was now underway. He was 
nearly 100 lengths in front going down the backside of 
the course the final time, while three of his peers did 
not fare well: Virginian Judith F. DeMichele's Primal 
Bee ridden by son David, 19, fell at the 16th fence; 
Gesticulate, second in 1991, owned/ridden/trained by 
Edward A. (Ned) Halle Jr., a whipper-in for the Green 
Spring Valley Hounds, fell at the 18th, resulting in a 
neck injury for Gesticulate; and C.J. Meister III of

Pennsylvania parted company with Fancy Hill Farm's 
Ballybranogue at the 21st fence. 

Pleasant Sea, a faller in the Hunt Cup in 1991 and 
the winner last fall of the Pennsylvania Hunt Cup, re¬ 
duced Von Csadek's lead somewhat in the final half- 
mile, where at one point the course is adjacent to the 
mansion of baseball superstar Cal Ripkin. However, 
Pleasant Sea, a 9-year-old stallion sired by Derby win¬ 
ner Pleasant Colony, struck out. It was a case of much 
too little, far too late. When Von Csadek crossed the 
finish. Pleasant Sea was halfway up the stretch, and 
Snow Maker was jumping the last fence. 

A battle, however, developed for fourth. Irvin 
Naylor of York, Pa., at 56 the senior jockey in this year's 
race, got his Kevino up in the final stride to nip Mike 
Elmore of Virginia on the race's senior horse, Mrs. T. A. 
Randolph's Tingles Image, 13, who was third in 1991. 
Primal Bee, 8, the sole mare present, was gamely re¬ 
mounted to finish sixth. 

Von Csadek's time of 8:39^5, on a course slowed by 
recent rains and lush turf, is the fastest since Ben Nevis 
IPs record 8:33^5 on iron-hard footing in 1978. 

Von Csadek was bred in Ohio by the late Howard B. 
Noonan, a prominent horseman who imported from 
France Von Csadek's sire President, a son of Lyphard 
and grandson of Northern Dancer. 

Von Csadek is out of Hail Hawaii, a daughter of 
’^Hawaii, a champion in South Africa who was impor¬ 
ted to the United States, where he won five stakes on 
the grass and went on to sire superior grass runners.

Von Csadek's pedigree, therefore, indicates a prefer¬ 
ence for turf racing at a distance. 

Von Csadek was purchased as a yearling at a fall sale 
in Maryland for $7,500 by Helen Ueltzen of Aldie, Va., 
author of The Racing Breed, which explains how the 
average person can be successful in racing and breed¬ 
ing. She named her colt for her husband's great-grand¬ 
father, Baron Von Csadek of Bohemia. 

Von Csadek was claimed from Ueltzen as a 2-year- 
old by Sandra Stancer of Mt. Airy, a race horse owner 
and trainer whose husband is well-known veter¬ 
inarian Dr. Charles J. Stancer. 

Von Csadek was unsuccessful on the flat, winning 
one race in 22 starts at 2 and 3 and ending up at Charles 
Town, where he couldn't find the winner's circle in 
$2,500 claiming company. 


Dr. Fred Peterson of Glyndon is a friend of the 
Stancers and Worrails. 

"Chuck (Stancer) mentioned he had a prospect for 
steeplechase people, that the horse could run all day at 
a two-minute clip, but he wasn't fast enough for flat 
racing. At the time, Doug was seriously looking for a 
jumper," said Peterson. "When 1 vetted Von Csadek he 
was lame from a foot abcess. Otherwise, though, I was 
impressed with his conformation, and his legs were 
clean." 

The Worralls purchased Von Csadek in 1986 for 
$2,500, planning that he'd run over hurdles the follow¬ 
ing spring for daughter Caroline, a high school student 
who worked weekends and during the summer at 
D.M. (Mikey) Smith wick's place in Hydes. 

Meanwhile, Herb Sheppard, who has had flat 
horses with Charles R. Lewis off and on through the 






years, purchased his first steeplechaser, the inap¬ 
propriately named Wasted Trip, from the family of 
jump jock Ricky Hendriks. 

Sheppard recalled how he came to swap Wasted 
Trip to Margaret Worrall for a half-interest in Von 
Csadek. 

"It was concluded that Wasted Trip was very reli¬ 
able, a babysitter over fences, far better for Caroline 
than Von Csadek," Sheppard said. 

The deal worked out well for both parties. Caroline 
had several placings in Virginia in the spring of 1987 on 
Wasted Trip; Von Csadek broke his maiden over hur¬ 
dles several months later at Fair Hill for a claiming tag 
of $12,000. 

"I've been blessed with good luck through the years 
in racing," said Sheppard. "My first two flat horses, 15 
or so years back, won first time out; Wasted Trip won 


for me prior to the swap; and Double Vested, a horse 
Doug developed for me, won two point-to-points right 
off the bat in Virginia in the spring of 1988 for Patrick's 
first wins." 

Sheppard was then exposed to a measure of bad 
luck. Double Vested broke down after winning at Blue 
Ridge in mid-March, which resulted in Von Csadek 
becoming an instant timber horse. 

"Von Csadek was a good jumper over hurdles from 
the start, but he didn't have the raw speed to win in 
decent company and we'd probably lose him in claim¬ 
ing races. We'd always had it in mind to run him over 
timber. We pushed up these plans when Double 
Vested got hurt," said Doug. 

As the field sorts itself out over the second fence, Cabral 
and Uncle Merlin are the leaders, followed by Von Csadek, 
Ballybranogue (hidden). Pleasant Sea and Tingles Image.

Delozier, but Joe Gillet and Capital K. parted company. 

Von Csadek debuted over timber at the Marl¬ 
borough Hunt point-to-point in early April 1988, win¬ 
ning easily over the veteran Local Kid, and followed 
this with 50-length romps in Virginia in the Deep Run 
Hunt Cup and the Middleburg Hunt Cup. 

Suddenly, Von Csadek and Patrick were the talk of 
the steeplechase world, and they were pointed for the 
4-mile, 23-fence Virginia Gold Cup in early May. 

'There was a lot of pressure in our sending forth in 
the Gold Cup a green, 16-year-old rider on a first-year 
horse," Margaret said. 

Von Csadek won the Gold Cup by 110 lengths, re¬ 
portedly the greatest margin in the race's 63-year histo¬ 
ry, and Patrick is the youngest winning jockey ever. 

Co-owner Sheppard didn't get to the Gold Cup—he 
was married that day to the former Suzanne Judkins. 
As a wedding present. Von Csadek went on to win the 
New Jersey Hunt Cup and Pennsylvania Hunt Cup 
and was named national Timber Horse of the Year, 
1988. 

The Maryland Hunt Cup, on the other hand, was an 
elusive goal. Von Csadek lost Patrick at the fourth fence 
in 1989 when bothered by a loose horse, and in 1990 
Von Csadek nearly refused the water jump (fence 21 of 
22), unseating Patrick when in front by 50 lengths. 

Von Csadek was sent to England in the fall of 1990 in 
quest of the 1991 Grand National. Ridden by Patrick in 
four prep races, he had two wins, a second and an 
eighth. However, he didn't run in the National. In¬ 
stead he returned to the United States in December, 
1990. 

"The Gulf War was imminent, and we felt that it 
made sense to get Von Csadek home while air flights 
were available. We also felt that even though Von 
Csadek had a good record in England, he wasn't look¬ 
ing all that well, that he hadn't done well physically in 
the raw climate," Margaret said. 

When he arrived home, ultrasound disclosed that 
Von Csadek had a stress fracture of a splint bone. 

Peterson operated on Von Csadek in January 1991 to 
remove half the splint bone and smooth off the frac¬ 
tured end. Stall rest was prescribed, then six or seven 
months out of work. "Fortunately, Doug is a true pro¬ 
fessional, listens to advice, is great to work with, and 
Von Csadek was a good patient," said Peterson. 

Von Csadek was prepped for this year's Hunt Cup 
by running third to Push and Pull at My Lady's Manor 
on April 11, his first start in 16 months. 

"He came out of the race fine, but we had a scare a 
week before the Hunt Cup. The leg I operated on 
showed some filling. After ultrasound, I assured Doug 















that the filling wasn't in any way associated with the 
splint, that he'd probably rapped his leg when playing 
in the paddock," Peterson said. 

The Worralls have shared a lifelong ambition to win 
the Maryland Hunt Cup. 

Now a journalist well-known to readers of the 
Maryland Horse, Margaret was born on Hunt Cup 
day, in an unspecified year, and this year's race fell on 
her birthday. 

Doug was raised in New Jersey, where his father, 
lifelong horseman A. Roland (Van) Worrall, had a pack 
of foxhounds. 

In 1949, to pursue a career with Grace Chemical Co. 
in Baltimore, Van Worrall moved his family to Glencoe, 
where Doug, sisters Susan and Patsy and brother Phi¬ 
llip, polished their show riding skills. Doug enjoyed 
particular success on Mrs. W. Graham Boyce's legend¬ 
ary pony Smokey Joe in shows throughout the East. 

Meanwhile, Van Worrall became involved in the ad¬ 
ministration of shows. He was president of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Shows Association in 1960-1961 and 1972- 
1975, and he wrote a book chronicling the first 25 years 
of this association's history, 1936-1961. 

Doug won the Howard County Cup at age 13 in 1952 
on his Bittersweet, an unregistered Thoroughbred 
mare. Later, Bittersweet was bred to Ocean View to 
produce Scandanus, who won for Doug at Howard 
County in 1962. 

Upon their marriage in 1963, Doug gave Scandanus 
to Margaret as a wedding present. He was a useful

point-to-point horse, winning about ten races, mostly 
in Virginia. 

In 1965, Doug and Scandanus contested the Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup. They fell at the third fence, and, re¬ 
united, again at the ISth. 

Through subsequent years, the Worralls have al¬ 
ways had a race horse or two, with the Hunt Cup the 
pie-in-the-sky goal. 

As a youngster, Patrick was only marginally inter¬ 
ested in riding. 

He changed his tune, though, upon becoming in¬ 
volved in pony racing at age 12. He immediately 
showed talent and won frequently in races at point-to- 
point meets in Maryland, Pennsylvania and Virginia. 

"Happy birthday. Mom," Patrick said upon dis¬ 
mounting from Von Csadek after fulfilling the family 
goal. □

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Striking out for redemption 
in the Grade 1 Pimlico Special

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STR-I-I-IKE THE GOLD! 

A fallen hero provided an 18-karat finish in this 
year's Grade 1 Pimlico Special. 

The luster had been wearing off steadily since Strike 
the Gold's victory in last year's Kentucky Derby. He 
finished a well-beaten sixth in the Preakness, then 
failed to win his next 11 starts. His relatively slow time 
in the Derby (2:03) was becoming a badge of disgrace. 
Squabbling among his owners (a three-way partner¬ 
ship of Joseph Cornacchia, William Condron and B. 
Giles Brophy) added to the sense that the colt's career 
was unraveling. 

On May 5, 1992, Strike the Gold became the first 
active Kentucky Derby winner ever sold at public auc- 
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tion. Consigned to the Belmont Park horses of racing 
age sale to dissolve the partnership, the 4-year-old Al- 
ydar colt was bought in by Cornacchia and Condron 
for $2.9 million. 

"We knew we had the genuine article," said trainer 
Nick Zito, after Strike the Gold blew through the 
stretch at Pimlico four days later and captured the 
$700,000-guaranteed Pimlico Special by three-quarters 
of a length over Fly So Free. "We were just waiting for 
this day. I wish we hadn't had to wait so long." 

Zito waited along with the other 14,833 people at 
Pimlico as Strike the Gold trailed the field through the 
early stages. Most eyes were on Best Pal, the 4-year-old 
gelding who finished second to Strike the Gold in the 
Derby. 

Best Pal sported impressive new credentials—four 
victories in four starts this year, against the best in the 
division—making him the most highly rated handicap 
horse in the nation. Highweighted at 126 pounds (12 
more than Strike the Gold), Best Pal was odds-on fa¬ 
vorite in a field of seven. Second choice, at 4-1 odds, 
was D. Wayne Lukas-trained Twilight Agenda. 

To the surprise of many. Fly So Free, the 1990 juve¬ 
nile colt champion owned by Thomas Valando and 
trained by Scotty Schulhofer, emerged as the early 
pacesetter. His fractions {ilSVs, :47%, lilP/s and 
1:35V5) were relatively slow. Ibero (Arg), Twilight 
Agenda, Best Pal and Valley Crossing each made un¬ 
successful attempts to challenge the leader. 

But with a half-mile to go. Strike the Gold had 
kicked into full gear, and was passing horses on the 
outside. He caught Fly So Free in midstretch and 
scored decisively, in a final time of l:54'‘/5. The track 
was labeled "fast," but had been dulled by two days of 
rain. 

"I was a passenger for most of the way," said Strike 
the Gold's rider Craig Perret. "I wasn't discouraged for 
the first five-eighths of a mile, because that's this 
horse's style. He can make up a lot of ground real 
quick. At the first cue from me, he made a real big 
run." 

Twilight Agenda closed to finish third, two lengths 
in front of Best Pal. Next came Valley Crossing, Defen¬ 
sive Play and Ibero. 

Although the winner paid $14.60, it was a popular 
outcome for the fifth running of the modern-day Spe-

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dal. "If we couldn't win," said trainer Dickie Small, 
who saddled Maryland-bred Valley Crossing, "I was 
glad to see Nick's horse get it." 

Strike the Gold is the first Kentucky Derby winner 
to take the Pimlico Special since Citation, in 1948. And 
that race was a walkover. Both Strike the Gold and 
Citation, as Zito was quick to point out, were bred by 
Calumet Farm. 

Strike the Gold defeated a champion (Fly So Free) in 
winning the Special, a fact that also had tremendous 
significance to Zito. "This is a courageous animal; he 
never runs a bad race," said the trainer, while admit¬ 
ting that the losing streak beginning with last year's 
Preakness had been "eating him up inside." 

The Pimlico Special is the fourth leg of the nine-race, 
$7.7-million 1992 American Championship Racing Se¬ 
ries, which started with Sea Cadet's victory in the Feb¬ 
ruary 1 Donn Handicap-Gl at Gulfstream Park. Best 
Pal, the leader of the series so far, captured the next 
two, the Santa Anita Handicap-Gl and Oaklawn 
Handicap-Gl. 

The series continues with the Nassau County Hand¬ 
icap (Belmont Park, June 6); Hollywood Gold Cup (Hol¬ 
lywood Park, June 27); New England Classic (Rock¬ 
ingham Park, July 18); Philip H. Iselin Handicap 
(Monmouth Park, August 8); and Pacific Classic (Del 
Mar, August 30). □

Winning the 1983 Preakness with Deputed Testamony is 
still the highlight of trainer Billy Boniface's career (so far). But 
saddling John the Bold to win this year's Deputed Testamony 
Stakes also ranks right up there near the top. 

The 3-year-old gelding bred and owned by Boniface's 
well-known clients Margaret and Jim (McKay) McManus ral¬ 
lied from behind and held on with determination, annexing 
the Maryland-bred stakes by a head over Robert E. 
Meyerhoff's Frottage. More Paces was another seven lengths 
back in third place, followed by Ameri Valay, Neoptolemus, 
Festive Feathers, Straight Forward and Alexis's David. Time 
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for the mile and an eighth was 1:50^5. The winner carried 
117 pounds, two less than Frottage and More Paces. 

John the Bold (by Graustark) was bred on a foal sharing 
arrangement with his namesake's son, Dan Galbreath. His 
dam Seven Paces (by Dancing Count) was purchased by the 
McManuses privately as a 2-year-old in 1983 from Jim Lewis. 
Only the third horse ever to run in the McManuses's colors. 
Seven Paces didn't "take to racing," and was retired as a 
maiden after five starts. But as a broodmare she has been 
outstanding. The first mare ever to be pronounced in foal to 
Deputed Testamony, she produced a 1986 D.T. filly. Sweet 
Bunny, who won two stakes, including the 1991 Mercedes- 
Benz Maryland Handicap on Maryland Million Day, and has 
lifetime earnings of $229,434. 

Seven Paces's two other foals of racing age are both win¬ 
ners: Count Seven (by Little Current) and Salute a Lady (by 
Salutely). She has a 2-year-old colt by El Raggaas and a year¬ 
ling colt by Waquoit. After foaling a Private Terms filly this 
spring, she was bred back to Deputed Testamony and pro¬ 
nounced in foal by Dr. Tom Bowman upon an ultrasound 
examination on the same day that John the Bold won the 
Deputed Testamony Stakes.

Mrs. John R.S. Fisher's Revelstoke, winner of the 
90th Grand National, is regularly hunted with Mr. 
Stewart's Cheshire Foxhounds by the owner's husband 
and son Rush of Cochranville, Pa.; he is trained and 
ridden in races by son Jack of Monkton, Md. 

Snow Maker, who won the 27th Benjamin H. Mur¬ 
ray Memorial (for non-winners of two timber races), 
has been hunted for five seasons with the Green 
Spring Valley Hounds by owner Charles C. Owens of 
Glyndon and stepson J.W. Delozier, 17. 

Both races are three miles over stiff post-and-rail 
and board fences in the beautiful Worthington Valley 
on estates owned by Benjamin H. Griswold IV, Gillian 
Fenwick and Charles C. Fenwick Jr. This is the heart of 
the territory hunted by Green Spring, 25 or so miles 
northwest of Baltimore and a mile from the Maryland 
Hunt Cup course. 

Many trainers use the Grand National as the final 
prep for the Hunt Cup, one week later, while talented 
young horses are often introduced to Hunt Cup-type 
fences in the Murray. 
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Uncle Merlin and Local Kid, both 11, are seasoned 
campaigners. Owned by Mrs. Roy Chapman, "Mer¬ 
lin" won the Maryland Hunt Cup in 1989 and lost his 
English jockey at Becher's Brook the second time 
around in the 1990 Liverpool Grand National, while in 
front, galloping easily; Local Kid won the Maryland 
Grand National in 1987 and 1988. 

Louis (Paddy) Neilson 111, who won at Butler 34 
years ago at the age of 16, rode Uncle Merlin; Jason 
Griswold, 17, a student at Gilman School in his first 
sanctioned race, rode Local Kid, who is owned by Jas¬ 
on's father. Jack S. (Jay) Griswold. Jason is a member of 
the third generation of Griswolds to ride in this race. 

Revelstoke, Oliver P. Keelan's Joe's O.K. (John Bos¬ 
ley), national timber champion in 1990, and Uncle 
Merlin were the early pacesetters. 

Mist made visibility on the far side of the course 
difficult, but a loose horse was identified as Tot Elah, 
who was ridden by Michael Traurig. The faller is 
owned by Jason's grandparents, Mr. and Mrs. Ben¬ 
jamin H. Griswold III, and trained by his aunt, Nancy 
Knox. 

The pace had quickened by the tenth fence, where 
Joe's O.K. led Local Kid, Revelstoke and Uncle Merlin. 
When this foursome came back into view after a loop in 
Charlie Fenwick's training field on the eastern end of 


the course, a second riderless horse was found to be 
Rosedale Stable's Capital K., who lost Joe Gillet at the 
12th fence, while Mrs. John C. West's J.R. Polynesian 
(Billy Meister) was pulled up at the 13th. 

Revelstoke edged past Joe's O.K. at the 14th of 18 
fences, jumping magnificently, as were "Joe", Uncle 
Merlin and Local Kid. 

The Fishers' horse landed in front over the last and 
won by one and three-quarter lengths over Joe's O.K., 
with Uncle Merlin three lengths back, followed by Lo¬ 
cal Kid, the only other finisher. 

The winner, a lovely 17-hand bay, was purchased as 
a yearling from breeder Diane Marra of Unionville, Pa. 
Marra is well known in three-day eventing as the own¬ 
er of Poltroon, who competed internationally for Tor¬ 
rance Watkins. 

The Fishers named Revelstoke for a small town in 
British Columbia that caught their eye on a skiing vaca¬ 
tion. Revelstoke's speed did not catch their eye—at 2, it 
became evident that he didn't have the foot to win in 
decent company at the track, so he was put aside for 
three years to await a career as a field hunter. "He's an 
excellent hunter," said Dr. Fisher, the well-known vet¬ 
erinarian and trainer. "He's not the easiest to ride. He 
can be tough, but he can cross anyone's country, and 
he's great over a big fence." 
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Revelstoke is also great on the race course. In 1990, 
he won two point-to-points and the maiden race at My 
Lady's Manor, where he bled from the nostrils, which 
sidelined him for the rest of the year. 

Last year, Revelstoke won a point-to-point at Elk- 
ridge-Harford, but disaster struck the day before the 
Grand National meet, where he was entered in the 
Murray Memorial. 

"I put him at a small, broken-down coop near the 
farm in Monkton where I train," said Jack Fisher. "He 
wasn't paying attention—looking at cows in an adjoin¬ 
ing field, or something. He made a terrible mistake and 
shattered his elbow in the fall. We rushed him to New 
Bolton Center in Pennsylvania, where Dr. (David) 
Nunamaker put in a plate and 13 screws." 

By late summer, Revelstoke was back in work, and 
he was hunted this past season two days a week 
through December. He was prepped for the Grand 
National with another win at Elkridge-Harford. 

Revelstoke is now undefeated in six races. However, 
Dr. Fisher said he's being retired. 

"He bled again in the Grand National. Unfor¬ 
tunately, Lasix (a widely used drug for bleeders at most 
race tracks) is banned in races sanctioned by the Na¬ 
tional Steeplechase & Hunt Association. As a result, 
Revelstoke will rest on his laurels and concentrate on

hunting. There's no telling how good he could have 
been, surely a Hunt Cup prospect, but we'll never 
know," said Fisher, who rode Landing Party to win the 
Grand National in 1970 and 1971. 

The Murray Memorial is named for Laddie Murray, 
a talented race rider whose life was cut short by cancer 
30 years ago. Murray was the winning rider in the 
Grand National in 1956 and 1959, and he won the Hunt 
Cup in 1955 on Land's Corner. 

Eleven went postward, with Hatton Hill Stable's No 
Triskadekafobia (C.J. Meister III), the winner in 1990, 
rushing to the front over BFD Stable's Sea Speed (Billy 
Meister), the impressive winner a week earlier at My 
Lady's Manor, H. Turney McKnight's Cotuit (Liz 
McKnight) and Snow Maker. 

Paddy's Run (John Bosley), owned by Chester- 
brook, fell at the second fence. All was then serene 
until the 14th, where Mrs. W. Wallace Lanahan Jr.'s 
Body Music (Charlie Fenwick), a half-length to the rear 
of Sea Speed, put in an extra stride, hooked the 
stacked rail fence and turned over. This left Sea Speed 
a length or so to the good of Snow Maker, who came 
precariously close to becoming involved with the fall- 
er, and Cotuit. 

Snow Maker was on top at the last fence, which he 
met perfectly, to win by one and one-half lengths over 
Cotuit, with Sea Speed two lengths back. 
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Now 12, Snow Maker raced over hurdles for Arcadia 
Stables in the mid-1980s, trained by Fenwick, but he 
wasn't quick enough to excel. He was also found want¬ 
ing in several timber races. 

"We were delighted to sell Snow Maker to Chick 
(Owens) as a hunter," said Peyton S. Cochran, a part¬ 
ner in Arcadia and joint-MFH of Green Spring. 

"Hunting did wonders for Snow Maker. He gained 
confidence and matured," said Owens, who added 
that Snow Maker went particularly well for his stepson. 

Delozier inherited his interest in racing from 
Owens, who rode many point-to-point winners in 
Maryland and Virginia in the 1970s and 1980s. Owens' 
High Peak Farm near Glyndon is named for his favorite 
race horse. High Peak was champion hurdle and tim¬ 
ber horse in point-to-point meets in Virginia in succes¬ 
sive years. 

"When J.W. turned 16 last year and wanted to ride 
races. Snow Maker was the perfect horse—sensible 
and a good, safe jumper," said Owens. 

A high school junior, Delozier lives with his father 
in Hanover, Pa., and commutes 30 miles daily to Glyn¬ 
don after school to ride. 

"Bruce Fenwick was a big help to me. He taught me 
how to properly gallop a race horse, and Joe Gillet and 
Jack Fisher have also given me pointers. In races, 
though, it's up to the rider to make correct decisions 
instantly. I've been lucky," said Delozier. 

Delozier won several point-to-points in 1991 on 
Snow Maker, who was named novice horse of the year 
on the Delaware Valley point-to-point circuit. 

This year. Snow Maker won at Howard County and 
was a close second to Sea Speed at the Manor. Through 
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the Grand National meet, Delozier has five wins in 
1992. 

Snow Maker is trained at High Peak Farm by Law¬ 
rence M. Smith, who has a public stable of 19 horses at 
Three Cousins Farm, Hydes. Last year Smith, a gradu¬ 
ate of Cornell who formerly was assistant trainer to 
Thomas H. Voss of Monkton, saddled 42 winners at 
major tracks. 

'Tn the week prior to the Grand National, 1 saddled 
a winner at Aqueduct. How's that, a New York-Grand 
National double," Smith said. 

The John K. Shaw Memorial, a two and one-quarter 
mile turf race on the flat, drew a field of five that ran in a 
tightly-knit group the entire race. Driving for the fin¬ 
ish, close friends Charlie Fenwick, the winner of nine 
Maryland Grand Nationals and the English Grand Na¬ 
tional on Ben Nevis II in 1980, and Janet Elliot, Ameri¬ 
ca's leading steeplechase trainer in 1991, hooked up. 
Fenwick won by a nose on his Riposto over Elliot on 
Cherry Knoll Farm's Butt Jessie. 

Both jockeys are 40-plus; neither acted his age. Nor 
did Riposto, 8, who now has three wins in the Shaw. 

"That's about all he does," said the proud Fenwick. 

The day got underway with three pony races. 

Arabella Knox (Jason Griswold's cousin) won the 
race for small ponies on Frisky Business; Kelly Conway 


of Howard County's Garfield was top medium pony; 
and Alison Hershbell of Pennsylvania took the large 
pony race on Ruffle the Road. ^

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speed was the name of the game at the My Lady's 
Manor races, Monkton, Md., on April 11. In winning 
the 82nd My Lady's Manor point-to-point, a three-mile 
race over timber fences. Push and Pull, ridden and 
trained by Jack Fisher, shaved eight seconds from the 
course record of 6:04 set by Von Csadek in 1990. 

Not to be outdone, the winners of the two divisions 
of the John Rush Streett Memorial, for maidens over 
timber, also bettered Von Csadek's mark over the same 
16-fence course. Sea Speed (Billy Meister) was clocked 
in 6:00; Ninewa (Alex Gordon-Watson) in 5:58. 

"We've had a dry April, so the ground was iron hard 
early in the week. It rained, though, on Thursday 
night and we had showers on Friday night, which gave 
a nice cushion. The horses loved it," said race chair¬ 
man H. Turney McKnight, who rode Perfect Cast to 
win at the Manor in 1978, the first year the races were 
run at the present course on the grounds of the 
Elkridge-Harford Hunt. 

"The quality of the horses, plus the marvelous 
going, resulted in new records, and, most important, 
the spongy turf made for safe racing," said J. W. Y. Mar¬ 
tin Jr., a steward at the meet. Martin rode Early Earner 
to win at the Manor and in the Maryland Hunt Cup in 
1969. 

The early pace in the My Lady's Manor was mod¬ 
erate, with No Triskadekafobia (Michael Traurig), Ca¬ 
bral (Blythe Miller) and Dashing Fred (Bruce David¬ 
son) forwardly placed over the six fences in the bottom 
part of the course. Things began to cook, though, 
when the 11-horse field ascended a steep hill to gallop 
in front of the crowd of about 5,000. Here, Patrick Wor- 
rall on Von Csadek, the winner in 1989 and 1990, 
joined the leaders, who now included Push and Pull. 

Von Csadek led at the 13th fence, where "Mr. T." fell 
heavily, with Push and Pull fortunate to sidestep the 
fallen 

Most spectators looked for a rerun of a familiar 
scene—Von Csadek blasting away from his rivals for 
yet another easy win. Not so. Push and Pull went to the 
lead by the 14th fence, while Pleasant Sea (Liz 
McKnight) closed ground from far back. 

Push and Pull led over the last fence and prevailed 
under a hand ride by one and a half lengths over Pleas¬ 
ant Sea, with Von Csadek three lengths back, third. 

The winner is owned by Mr. and Mrs. Rufus 
Williams of Glyndon, Md. Mrs. Williams is the daugh-

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ter of the late Stuart S. JanneyJr., who rode six winners 
of the My Lady's Manor point-to-point between 1934 
and 1947. The Williams' race silks—white, cherry 
hoops, cherry sleeves, white cap—were carried by 
Winton (a three-time winner at the Manor and Hunt 
Cup), the immortal Ruffian and scores of other Janney 
winners. 

A striking iron gray, 6, Push and Pull was sired by 
Sham and is out of the appropriately named mare 
Jump, by Ecole Etage. Jump won the Marlboro Nursery 
Stakes in 1981. She's a full sister to Call Louis, who won 
six straight timber races in 1989 to be named national 
timber horse of the year. Call Louis raced for Sheila 
Williams, the daughter of Push and Pull's owners; he 
was trained and ridden by Fisher, who now ranks 
among America's top timber riders. 

Fisher's great-grandfather, John Rush Streett (for 
whom the race is named), owned and lived in the love¬ 
ly clubhouse of the Elkridge-Harford Hunt; and Jack's 
father. Dr. John R.S. Fisher, rode Landing Party to win 
at the Manor in 1970 and the Hunt Cup in 1969 and 
1971. 

To return to modern history. Push and Pull wasn't 
fast enough to succeed in flat racing for owner/breeder 
Robert Meyerhoff of Maryland. Fisher came across 
Push and Pull as a 3-year-old at Ronnie Houghton's 
farm in southeastern Pennsylvania, and bought him 
for $1,500.

As a 4-year-old, Push and Pull won point-to-points 
at Howard County and Elkridge-Harford and sanc¬ 
tioned races that fall in Virginia at Great Meadow and 
Montpelier. He then was given additional maturity in 
the hunting field, ridden by Fisher and Sheila 
Williams. However, Push and Pull bowed a tendon 
while hunting in January 1991 and was shelved for the 
year. He returned to racing in March with an easy win 
at the Orange County (Va.) point-to-point. 

Meanwhile, Doug Worrall, the trainer and part- 
owner of Von Csadek, who was timber horse of the 
year in 1988, wasn't disappointed with the race, his 
horse's first start since the fall of 1990, when Von 
Csadek was in England to prepare for the 1991 Grand 
National. This challenge did not materialize; Von 
Csadek suffered a stress fracture of a splint bone and 
sat out the 1991 season. The Manor was his first start 
on the comeback trail. 

"The bottom line is that when running against qual¬ 
ity horses like these (at the Manor) you must have a 
prep race if you expect to win. The Manor is our prep 
for the Hunt Cup. I thought Csadek ran just fine today, 
did precisely what we had in mind, though he seemed 
to jump too big over some fences," Worrall said. 

Sea Speed, 6, led early in his division of the Streett 
Memorial, then relinquished the lead to Charles C. 
Owens's Architecture, a three-time winner of point-to- 
points this year, ridden by Owens's 16-year-old step- 
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son, J. W. Delozier III. At the 14th fence. Sea Speed was 
back on top, and he held off Architecture by a half- 
length at the finish, with H.T. McKnight's Kuujjuaq 
(Traurig) three lengths back in third. 

A claim of foul by Traurig against Delozier for 
crowding after landing over the 14th fence was not 
allowed. 

Sea Speed is owned by BFD Racing Stable, which is 
short for "Beverly, Friends and Dick." Dick is Richard 
Moore, the president of Gaylord Brooks Realty, which 
has sponsored the purse of the Streett Memorial for 
four years; Beverly is Beverly Sol ter, of Sparks, Md., 
who is nationally known in horse showing. 

Solter purchased Sea Speed as a 3-year-old through 
Jimmy Lee of Belcourt Farm in Virginia with the inten¬ 
tion of using him either as a show hunter or jumper for 
daughter Elizabeth, a top rider in A-rated shows, or 
selling him. 

"He was gangly, but he showed me a lot from day 
one. He jumped big and covered ground effortlessly, 
and we found that he's quiet, has a wonderful mind," 
said Solter. 

Solter showed Sea Speed to her brother-in-law, Har¬ 
ry Pollock, who has owned show horses in partnership 
with Solter. They concluded that it would be fun to 
have a horse for the Maryland timber races, that Sea 
Speed was the ideal type. Pollock suggested that the 
risk be minimized with additional partners. Hence, 
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Gesticulate and rider Ned Halle, on left, pressed eventual 
winner Ninewa (Alexander Gordon-Watson) as the two 
sailed over the eighth fence in the second division of the 
John Rush Streett Memorial. Expression on the face of 
owner/trainer/rider Alexander Gordon-Watson says it all. 


the BFD Racing Stable was created, which, in addition 
to Pollock, Solter and Moore, consists of John New¬ 
man, Dee Curran, Sandy Weeks and George Solter. 

''As self-appointed managing partner of BFD, my 
biggest responsibility is getting these characters to the 
races on time," Pollock said. 

In a serious vein. Pollock added that his diverse 
group of Baltimoreans is in the partnership strictly for 
fun, and it would be a real dividend if Sea Speed does 
well enough to offset the costs. "If we do exceptionally 
well, we'll put it back into another horse. Beverly is 
already talking about a show horse who'd make a tim¬ 
ber horse." 

Three years ago, the partnership sent Sea Speed to 
Billy Meister, whose training facility is several miles 
south of the My Lady's Manor course. 

Meister is a two-time winner of the Maryland Hunt 
Cup, and he now has three wins in both the My Lady's 
Manor point-to-point and the John Rush Streett Me¬ 
morial. 


Meister rode Sea Speed to win the novice race at the 
Brandywine (Pa.) point-to-point in 1991. Later, he was 
a faller at My Lady's Manor, but ran with promise in 
three other sanctioned races during the year. This 
spring, the dark bay, 16.2-hand son of Wavering Mon¬ 
arch, bred in Kentucky, prepped for the Manor by win¬ 
ning the lightweight timber race at the Cheshire (Pa.) 
point-to-point. 

Alexander Gordon-Watson, 40, a native of England 
who has been in the States for ten years—two as an 
employee of Hall of Fame jump trainer Jonathan Shep¬ 
pard—is the owner/trainer/rider of Ninewa, winner of 
the second division of the Streett over Snow Maker 
(Delozier). Caustic Response, ridden by Sarah Laim- 
beer of Virginia in her first sanctioned race, was third. 

Ninewa, also 6, was purchased as a yearling by Gor¬ 
don-Watson, whose sister Mary was an international 
three-day event champion in England. 

"I haven't hunted Ninewa, but experience was 
gained through hunter trials and team chases," said 
Gordon-Watson, who lives in Glenmore, Pa. 

Last fall, Ninewa debuted in sanctioned racing at 
Great Meadow, finishing a distant fourth. He closed 
out the year with an excellent third, beaten five 
lengths, in the novice timber race at the Pennsylvania 
Hunt Cup meet. 
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This spring, Ninewa prepped for the Manor with an 
impressive win in the novice timber race at Bran¬ 
dywine. □

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Charles C. Owens' Architecture built onto his rep¬ 
utation at the early spring point-to-points, winning the 
featured Howard County Cup at the 50th Howard 
County-Iron Bridge point-to-point March 21 in 
Glenelg, and coming back to victory in the John Mur¬ 
ray Begg Memorial, feature event at the April 5 Marl¬ 
borough Hunt races at Roedown. 

Meanwhile, horsemen from Elkridge-Harford hunt¬ 
ing country proved right at home at Elkridge-Harford 
(April 4) as one after another—trainers, riders, own¬ 
ers—walked off with five of the seven trophies. 

Trained to the minute by up-and-coming young 
horseman Lawrence N. Smith, Architecture was rid¬ 
den by J.W. Delozier, the owner's 17-year-old stepson. 
"1 taught him to ride, and now he's teaching me," said 
Owens, president of Baltimore-based Trident Manage¬ 
ment Inc., a real estate development and investment 
firm. 


Architecture, a 7-year-old Architect gelding, bided 
his time while Saratoga Slew and Bruce Fenwick set the 
pace in the three-mile Howard County contest. He was 
gaining ground as Saratoga Slew and Shining Beacon 
(Jack Fisher) dueled for the lead approaching the third- 
from-last fence. Saratoga Slew failed to clear the jump 
after being bumped by Shining Beacon (who was later 
disqualified for the interference), and Architect drove 
through to a three-length victory, his third in a row 
since Owens bought him from Steve Williams last fall. 

There were new competitors along with the tried- 
and-true in the winner's circle at Howard County-Iron 
Bridge, where first-time starters swept both divisions 
of the Alda Clark Challenge Plate.

At Marlborough, Architecture was pressed to a 
much tougher task at the finish, as Capital K. and rider 
Joe Gillet made it a two-horse "photo." 

Marlborough's Benjamin Bowie Memorial Stee¬ 
plechase was also a close-fought contest, with Patrick's 
Butler (John Bosley) leading most of the way only to be 
caught near the finish by E.V.'s Big Shot (Patrick Wor- 
rall). "It was his first race over timber," said E.V.'s Big 
Shot's owner Margaret Worrall. 

Michael Murphy's Circuit Bar, trained by Alicia 
Murphy, was hand-ridden by Greg Ryan to an easy 
win in the John D. Bowling Memorial Steeplechase. 

The Marlbt:)rough hunt races, in their 18th year, 
drew a large and enthusiastic crowd to Jeanne Begg's 
beautiful southern Maryland estate. "The course was 
the best it's ever been," said race chairman Christy 
Clagett. "We had seven years of rain; this is our fourth 
year of sunshine." 

Tom Voss, host for the Elkridge-Harford races at his 
Atlanta Hall Farm, was also the leading trainer at that 
meet, with three wins. Atlanta Hall rider Becky Driver 
rode Florida Law to victory for Voss in the opportunity 
timber race for Monkton owners Mr. and Mrs. Harry 
Filbert and Mr. and Mrs. Francis Knott.

Frank Brady 

Frank J. Brady, former vice-presi¬ 
dent and general manager of Laurel, 
died of cancer on March 31. He was 77. 

Brady's tenure at Laurel began in 
1946, and continued until 1984, during 
which time he participated in many in¬ 
novations, including the development 
of the Washington, D.C., International 
(now Budweiser International-Gl). 

A graduate of Manhattan College, 
Brady studied with the New York Art 
Students League and pursued a career 
in commercial art before World War II. 
A military hero, he was decorated with 
three Purple Hearts and four other 
medals for his Army service in Ger¬ 
many. 

Following the War, he followed in 
the footsteps of his father, also named 
Frank J. Brady, who served as general 
manager of the now-defunct Empire 
City race track in New York, as well as 
Laurel.

Pennsylvania 

■ The long list of distinctions con¬ 
nected with Mrs. Elizabeth Moran's 
Brushwood Stable grew when 3-year- 
old White Corners soared to a six- 
length victory in the April 3 Appala¬ 
chian Stakes at Keeneland. White Cor¬ 
ners (by Caro-lre) races for Robert R 
Levy, who bought her privately follow¬ 
ing the Saratoga Yearling sale, where 
she was a $300,000 RNA. The Appala¬ 
chian was the first stakes win for the 
filly who has won or placed in six of 
eight career starts, earning $67,180. 

Sadly, White Corners' dam Gustavia 
(by Lyphard), a half-sister to the dam of 
champion Cozzene, died while at¬ 
tempting to deliver a Seattle Slew foal in 
1991. 

But nine foals were expected to be 
produced from Mrs. Moran's top-flight 
broodmare band this spring. Wim¬ 


bledon Star, a half-sister to major stakes 
winner Six Crowns, out of champion 
Chris Evert, was carrying a foal by Al- 
ysheba and Foreign Missile, dam of 
1985 Maryland-bred horse of the year 
Squan Song, was due to foal to Nijinsky 
II. Davona Dale's daughter Rita (by AI- 
ydar) produced her first foal, a Sover¬ 
eign Dancer filly. 

Brushwood has scheduled two year¬ 
lings for consignment at the Keeneland 
July sales, and six to Keeneland Sep¬ 
tember. The super-select group con¬ 
sists of a Nijinsky II—Foreign Missile 
filly and a Nashwan colt out of champi¬ 
on Family Style (Family Style, unfor¬ 
tunately, was barren for 1992). Others 
to be offered include a Polish Navy— 
Wimbledon Star colt; a Gulch—Voo 
Doo Dance colt; and a Seattle Slew filly 
out of Northern Dancer's half-sister 
Born a Lady (who was also barren this 
year). 

■ Many small (and not-so-small) horse 
owners dream of coming up with a run¬ 
ner like Rockabye Joshua. The 7-year- 
old Rock Talk gelding's length score in 
the Batty Stakes at Philadelphia Park on 
April 5 was his fourth added-money 
victory, boosting his lifetime earnings 
to $256,226. 

Rockabye Joshua is owned and bred 
by Joseph C. Perry, a general contractor 
from Woodland (Pa.). Perry claimed 
Rockabye Joshua's dam Newsun (by Pe- 
nowa Rullah) for $5,000 at Delaware 
Park in 1976. She is his only brood¬ 
mare. Although Rockabye Joshua 
(named for Perry's grandson) is New- 
sun's best foal to date, all ten of her 
starters have won. Two others, J.P.'s 
New Badge (by Silver Badge) and J.P.'s 
New Dance (by Dancing Count), are 
stakes-placed. 

■ New at stud in Pennsylvania is multi¬ 
ple stakes winner Launch a Dream 
($179,406, Governor's H, Spirit of St. 
Louis H, 3rd Fairmount Derby-G3, 
etc.). A 7-year-old son of Relaunch— 


Cashierette by Chieftain, Launch a 
Dream stands at Dr. Jack Leonard's Fox 
Run Equine Center in Apollo, as the 
property of Janet Chisholm. His stud 
fee is $1,500 live foal, with special con¬ 
sideration to approved mares. 

■ Keystone Stable's Duke of Saxony (by 
the good Pennsylvania stallion Addy 
Boy, now deceased) set every fraction 
en route to a neck victory in Phila¬ 
delphia Park's April 25 General Charles 
B. Lyman Handicap. 

It was the first stakes win for the 
5-year-oId horse, who is twice stakes- 
placed. 

Virginia 

■ Jerry Fishback, a native of Warren- 
ton, Va., has been elected to Thorough¬ 
bred racing's Hall of Fame. One of the 
premier steeplechasing riders through 
the 1970s, Fishback now operates a di¬ 
versified Thoroughbred business in 
Camden, S.C. 

In a career that spanned more than 
20 years, Fishback rode 301 winners, 
tying him for third on the all-time lead¬ 
ers list. His best season was 1977, when 
he won 33 races, a remarkable 16 per¬ 
cent of all the steeplechase races run 
that year. Of all the races he won, Fish¬ 
back had his greatest success in the 
Temple Gwathmey. He won the 
Gwathmey six times, aboard six differ¬ 
ent horses—China Run, Gateshead, 
Shadow Brook, Athenian Idol, Arctic 
Joe and Flatterer. 

Fishback unexpectedly retired after 
winning the 1979 Lovely Night Stee¬ 
plechase at Saratoga on Cafe Prince. 
But he returned to riding in 1984, with 
a victory aboard Flatterer in the Atlanta 
Cup. The nation's leading steeplechase 
rider by purse earnings in 1985, he con¬ 
cluded his career with a third-place fin¬ 
ish aboard Statesmanship in the 1987 
Colonial Cup. 
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■ Pleasant Tap had come close to the 
winner's circle on two big days at 
Churchill Downs. He was third behind 
Unbridled and Summer Squall in the 
1990 Kentucky Derby, and second to 
Sheikh Albadou (GB) in last year's 
Breeders' Cup Sprint-Gl. Thomas Mel¬ 
lon Evans' Virginia homebred finally 
made it on this year's Derby day, after 
capturing the Churchill Downs Hand- 
icap-G3 by a nose in an exciting finish. 
His time for the seven furlongs (1:22Vs) 
was only one second slower than the 
track record. 

Runner-up in the Churchill Downs 
Handicap was Take Me Out, also a Vir¬ 
ginia-bred, and a multiple stakes win¬ 
ner in Florida last winter. 

■ Rokeby Stable's Lights and Music, a 
graded stakes winner on the flat, is pro¬ 
ving to be a talented jumper. The 
7-year-old Virginia-bred gelding by 
Majestic Light—Two for the Show by 
Stage Door Johnny burst out of a tightly 
bunched field of six and raced to a 
length victory in the Sandhills Cup at 
Southern Pines. It was his third victory 


over jumps, but his first start of the sea¬ 
son. 

A half-brother to multiple graded 
stakes winner Who's to Pay, Lights and 
Music won the 1987 Saranac Stakes-G2 
at Belmont Park. 

■ Winged Universe, a foal of 1979 by 
Gaylord's Feather—College Bold by 
Boldnesian, was inadvertently omitted 
from the Virginia sires list in the Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred Statistical 
Review. He was represented by three 
winners from five starters in 1991, from 
his first crop of 3-year-olds. Total prog¬ 
eny earnings were $19,458. 

Winged Universe is owned by Mar- 
syl Hammond, and stands at her Fox 
Hill Stud near Atoka. 

■ Governor Douglas Wilder signed 
Virginia's off-track betting bill into law 
in early April, opening the way to con¬ 
struction of a major race track in the 
state. The new law allows a successful 
applicant for a new track in Virginia to 
build and operate as many as six off¬ 
track betting sites. Several groups pub¬ 
licly expressed interest in building a 


track as soon as the state legislature 
passed the bill (House Bill 1175) Febru¬ 
ary 24. 

■ "That horse makes me hoarse," was 
trainer Scotty Schulhofer's comment af¬ 
ter Rubiano scored by a head in Aque¬ 
duct's Carter Handicap-Gl. The 5-year- 
old Fappiano horse rallied five wide in 
the stretch, and got up at the very end 
to nip Kid Russell at the wire. Favored 
In Excess (Ire) was third. 

A notorious late-closer, Rubiano is 
undefeated in his last five starts (all by 
margins of a head or less), two this sea¬ 
son. A $650,000 Saratoga yearling, Ru¬ 
biano (out of the Nijinsky II mare Ruby 
Slippers), races for Centennial Farms. 
He was bred in Virginia by Third 
Kirsmith Racing Associates.

50 Years Ago... 

■ Almost a year after his five-length, 
come-from-behind victory in the 
Preakness, Whirlaway returned to 
Pimlico and used the same strategy to 
capture the Dixie Handicap. But this 
time he cut it considerably closer, 
barely getting up to prevail over 
Attention by three-quarters, with 
Mioland and Challedon a half and a 
head in arrears. Calumet Farm's 
Triple Crown winner appeared on the 
magazine's cover, with trainer B.A. 
Jones at his head. 

■ Another former champion enjoying 
success at Pimlico was Alsab, who 
also played a waiting game in taking 
the Preakness Stakes. A length 
behind the star 2-year-old of 1941, 
Requested and Sun Again passed the 
wire together, registering the first 
dead heat in Preakness history. R. 
Sterling Clark's Colchis, the only 
Maryland-bred in the field, moved up 
from last to finish in fourth place. 

■ "Blockade went while racing, went 
driving, came to his end trying to 
win, no finer end if fate decrees it's 
o'er. . ." read an obituary by Gerry 
Webb, editor of The Chronicle. The 
three-time Maryland Hunt Cup 
winner (1938-40) died instantly when 
he broke his neck in a fall in the 
Virginia Gold Cup. 

■ Herbert Bayard Swope, chairman of 
the Turf Committee of America, 
announced that Belmont Day, June 6, 
would be Army-Navy Day, with the 
entire proceeds contributed to War 
Relief. Jamaica race track offered to 
match Belmont's contribution, and 
Aqueduct and Empire City were 
expected to follow suit. 

■ Spectators who braved the pouring 
rain to attend the 11th MHBA 
Yearling Show were able for the first 
time to participate in a judging 
contest, matching their decisions with 
those of judge James Fitzsimmons. 
Named champion of the show was 
Northwood Stable's gray colt by 
’^Quatre Bras II out of ’^Lola Montez. 

■ ''If I should get shipwrecked and 
stranded on a coral reef, I only hope I 
have a copy (of the Maryland 
Horse) with me," concluded a letter 
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to the editor from a captain in the 
U.S. Navy. 


30 Years Ago... 

■ In accepting the presidency of the 
MHBA, Bruce S. Campbell, recent 
founder of Ocala Stud Farm in 
Florida, indicated that his interest in 
Maryland breeding was still keen. 
Stated the Maryland native: "The new 
law aiding horse breeders should 
mean a complete revaluation of 
Maryland's Thoroughbred industry. . . 

I intend to bring all five of the mares I 
personally own up to Maryland from 
Florida. I want them to foal in 
Maryland next spring so that I'll have 
Maryland-breds eligible to compete in 
the Maryland Fund races." 

■ After a furious, head-and-head 
conflict through the stretch, with the 
rest of the field lengths behind, Greek 
Money, on the rail, nosed out Ridan 
in the Preakness. But the contest 
wasn't over—Manuel Ycaza, on 
Ridan, claimed foul against Greek 
Money's rider John Rotz. Upon 
examining films of the race, however, 
the stewards declared Ycaza the 
actual culprit, a fact later documented 
by Sunpapers photographer Joe 
DiPaula. His remarkable head-on shot 
clearly shows Ycaza halfway out of 
his saddle, angling his elbow in front 
of Rotz to impede Greek Money. 

Ycaza was suspended and fined. 

■ "Undoubtedly, this is a portion of 
Maryland which is on the upswing, 
as far as Thoroughbreds are 
concerned," wrote Snowden Carter 
after he and photographer Peter 
Winants visited Chesapeake City to 
see the recently retired Globemaster 
(who was pictured on the cover) at 
Leonard Sasso's nascent Penowa 
Farm. Sasso's $80,000 yearling 
purchase (the third highest price on 
record) had won ten races, including 
the Wood Memorial and the 
Arlington Classic, and earned 
$355,423 before breaking down in the 
Grey Lag Handicap. The question 
was whether Globemaster would 
stand in Kentucky or in Maryland, 
possibly at the farm his owner was 
developing in the immediate vicinity 


of those owned by Mrs. Richard C. 
duPont, Mrs. George P. Odom, 
Eugene Weymouth, W.C. Freeman 
and Bayard Sharp. 

■ An advertisement for Native 
Dancer ($7,500 live foal, book full for 
1962) noted that his "five crops of 
yearlings sold at the Keeneland 
Summer and Saratoga sales have 
averaged over $22,600 each." 


10 Years Ago... 

■ Baltimore builder and real estate 
developer Nathan (Red) Scherr 
experienced the ultimate in racing 
excitement when his Aloma's Ruler 
brought home the Woodlawn Vase. 
Trained to the peak of condition by 
young Butch Lenzini, the son of Iron 
Ruler was ridden to perfection by 16- 
year-old Jack Kaenel, who took the 
lead, slowed the pace and held off the 
late charge of Bill Shoemaker on 
heavily favored Linkage to score by a 
half-length. 

■ Contrary Rose, Alan Kline's 
multiple stakes-winning mare whose 
odd markings caused The Jockey Club 
to doubt her parentage, was retired 
after a racing career which netted 
$335,262, and bred to ^Vaguely Noble. 
By a bay stallion (Seat of Power) out of 
a nearly black mare (Kari Contrary), 
Contrary Rose was a chestnut with 
four white stockings to the knees, a 
wide blaze almost covering her face 
and a coat liberally sprinkled with 
white hairs, especially through the 
midsection. 

■ Excerpts from a 1978 interview with 
J. Yancey Christmas were reprinted as 
a tribute to the colorful character who 
had died at age 87. The last of four 
horse-training brothers (the others 
were B. Frank, Donelson and 
Edward) from Southern Maryland, 

Mr. Christmas in his heyday had 
trained such standouts as Rough 
Time, Rough Pass and Lady's Maid. 

■ The Maryland Two-Year-Olds in 
Training sale realized $1,951,800 for 
153 head, an average price of $12,757. 
The sales topper was a Bold Forbes 
colt out of the First Landing mare 
Kushka, who was purchased by 
Connecticut residents Mr. and Mrs.

Editorial 


A personal comment on the recession 


hen the Reagan administration was cutting taxes in 1981,1 
was president and CEO of the Washington, D.C.-based Council for a 
Competitive Economy (CCE). Although the CCE vigorously sup¬ 
ported tax cuts, I—like many economists, conservative and liberal— 
expressed a fear that tax cuts without significant cuts in spending 
might fuel higher inflation. In response to this widespread and com¬ 
monly expressed concern, many people invested their money in real 
estate, a proven hedge against high inflation. 

By 1985, even though Td escaped from Capitol Hill to the 
Maryland Million, I continued to do a weekly national radio com¬ 
mentary on economic policy. On several occasions, I admitted my 
concerns about inflation had been groundless and I lamented that, 
without the anticipated higher rate, many of those 1981-era real 
estate investments were turning sour. While I relinquished the radio 
commentary when I joined MHBA, I kind of wish I'd continued—if 
only to blast the Tax Reform Act of 1986 as the worst possible re¬ 
sponse to an ever-weakening real estate market. 

The longer depreciation schedules gutted real estate values. By 
denying tax deductions to "passive investors," the act caused many 
simply to walk away from their investments. And by raising capital 
gains tax rates, it removed all the incentive for a long-term perspec¬ 
tive. Supporters of the act predicted $30 billion in new tax revenues 
just by ending tax shelters, but none of it ever materialized. Instead, 
taxpayers will pay $500 billion to bail out insured depositors in finan¬ 
cial institutions, most of which are failing precisely because of real 
estate problems. 

As I look back on it now, the recession-leading problems en¬ 
countered by so many banks, S&Ls, and insurance companies—not 
to mention the Thoroughbred horse industry—are not puzzling. In 
fact, they should all have been quite predictable.
